Commissioner of Interna! Heve- 
nue Capers has announced a ruling 
which is of importance to tobacco 
farmers in Kentucky. In part it 
is as follows: 

"It is held that a farmer may 

sell tobacco of liis own growth or 

that which he receives from his 
tenants, without restriction as to 
the quantity or the business of the 
person to whom the tobacco is 
sold or delivered. This privilege 
is one which the farmer can not 
delegate tt another per SOU, 
Where a grower of tobacco sells 
his crop before it is severed from 
the land, the purchaser is not 
privileged to resell it to consumer 
without payment of the tax. 

"A fanner may place his tobac- 
co in the, hands of a qualified 
dealer to be sold on commission, 
and such dealer must sell it only 
to other qualified leaf dealers, or 
manufacturers or purchasers for 

export. Any arrangement made 
by a farmer or a number of far- 
mers with another person to sell 
and deliver their tobacco while 

traveling from place to place would 

be in violation of law. An ajrent 
may travel and solicit orders, but 
he may not deliver the tobacco to 
purchasers nor sell tobaCCO on 

'"All tobacco sold by an ajrent 
fur the farmer who raised the to- 
bacco must be delivered by the 
farmer, and not the ayent. directly 
to the purchaser. A farmer must 
sell his tobacco in the condition in 
which it was cured on the farm 
and can not stem, twist, plait, roll,
